THINKS CROP WILL DOUBLE 
FAMOUS 1898 RECORD 


the World, and Declares the 
Crop Will Be the Best That 
Was Ever Shipped 
from Georgia. 


“Georgia’s peach crop, which will 
be the lamgest and finest ever raised, 
is safe from cold weather. Even a 
drop in temperature to 25 degrees 
above zero would not seriously dam- 
age the crop.”’ 

So declares J. H. Hale, president of 
the Hale Georgia Orchard Company, of 
Fort Valley, Ga., who passed through 
Atlanta yesterday en route to his Con- 
necticut peach orchard at South Glas- 
tonbury. 

That Mr. Hale is an authority on 
peaches is thoroughly established by the 
fact that he successfully conducis the 
largest single peach orchard in the world 
and ships more peaches to the eastern 
markets than any other peach grower in 
Georgia. 

“I have never before seen such bright 
prospects,’’ declared Mr. Hale yesterday. 
“The weather has been ideal during the 
blooming season and the trees have just 
passed full bloom. The blooms are 
stronger and firmer than I have ever 
seen them and the coo] sunny weather we 
have experienced has caused the polleni- 
zation of the flower to be perfect. The 
bloom has been simply marvelous. When 
I say that there is an average of twenty- 
four blooms to the foot on each limb and 
following this with the statement that we 
do mot permit a tree to bear peaches

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MAJOR BEN SUICIDES 
AS HIS WIFE PLAYS 


MAHA, NEBR., March !7.—

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stard thow fully the trees have flowered. 
Of course a lot of these flowers will drop 
off and when the young peaches come 
many of them will fall. But even then 
it will be necessary to do a lot of prun- 
ing so. that the quality of the fruit may 
be of the highest order and to prevent 
the trees from being overweighted with 
fruit. 


Bloom Came Late. 

“The bloom came three weeks later 
than the average this year and the fiow- 
ers are the healthiest and most perfect 
I have ever seen. I do not mean to say 
that a freeze would not injure a lot of 
blooms, but I do assert that a moderate 
freeze would not reduce the crop. A lot 
of young peaches would be killed, but 
there are so many of these and they are 
in so many stages of development that 
no harm would be done. In fact there 
are many times more the number of 
peaches on the trees than will be per- 
mitted to ripen. To make the situation 
even better, the trees are in better con- 
dition than ever before. This does not 
apply to my orchard alone, but every 
grower wil bear me out in this state- 
ment. 

“IT expect the crop of 1904 to double 
the crop of 1898, which was the largest 


industry. In !898 there were’ shipped 
from Georgia 2.500 car loads of peaches. 
During that year I shipped 154 cars 
and this year I expect-to ship at least 225 
cars. The average increase on my orchard 
will be not as great as the increase on 
others for the reason that my average in 
1898 was far below other orchards. 

“There are 3,000,000 more trees in 
bloom this year than last year. In addi- 
tion to this the majority of the oldest 
trees will give a full crop. 

“It is difficult to anticipate the prices 
that peaches will bring this year, but 
I see no reason why they should not be 
as good this season as ever before. If 
better arrangements could be made about 
the shipment of car load lots a greater 
number of peaches could be disposed of 
at better prices. For instance, theer are 
many towns of from 20,000 to 40,000 
population that could take a half car load 
Or a small car of peaches. The present 
high minimum rate on car load lots will 
not permit us sending peaches in half car 
lots and these people who might other- 
wise use 200 or 300 crates of peaches 
must content themselves with twenty or 
thirty crates and secure these by ex- 
press from the nearest eastern market.” 


Largest Orchard in the. World. 

Mr. Hale, as is well known, owns the 
largest peach orchard in the world in 
Houston county, near Fort Valley. It 
consists of 300,000 trees and is one of the 
most famous of Georgia’s peach orchards. 
Mr. Hale planted the first commercial 
peach orchard in Connecticut twenty-five 
years ago and was laughed at at that time. 
This orchard has flourished and others 
have followed in his footsteps. Mr. Hale 
is president of the Pomological Society 
of America and is interested in every 
feature of peach growing and fruit cul- 
ture. 

Two years ago Mr. Hale made the first 
shipment of Georgia peaches to London. 
These peaches were sold in London four- 
teen days after they left the orchard and 
were in a perfectly sound condition. The 
net returns on this shipment were 20 to 
30 per cent more than on the same fruit 
in the same cars sold in New York. 

At present former State Entomologist 
Scott, who is now in the employment of 
the government, is at Mr. Hale’s or- 
Ghard making experiments in cross-breed- 
ing peaches. He is seeking new varieties 
and now has about 5,000 biooms from 
which tests will be made. 

Mr. Hale's positive statement as to the 
present outlook for the Georgia fruit crop 
will be good news throughout the coun- 
try. Georgia peaches are in demand every 
geason and are sought after by fruit

Mysteries of Pelota Revealed 
to Grave Statesmen, 


All Paraphernalia of Game Taken to 
Senate Chamber During Discus- 
sion of Wood Case—Friends 
of General Score a 
Point.

Washington, March !7.—With the par- 
aphernalia for playing jai alai, a game 
which figures conspicuously .n the con- 
test against the confirmation of General 
Leonard Wood to be major general, the 
members of the United States senate 
amused themselves for more than an 
hour ths afternoon, protected from the 
gaze of the public by the closed doors of 
afi executive session. <A lively interest 
was manifested in the game. 

It was stated by members of the com- 
mittee that the game would be intro- 
duced at the St. Lou's exposition. Sen- 
ators Proctor, Cockrell, Quarles, Fora- 
ker, Teller, Scott, Pettus, Blackburn and 
others who participated in the hearings 
before the military affairs committee, 
where the game was explained “by ex- 
perts, were the exponents of jai alal. 

Jai Alai and Gambling. 

Senators Cockrell and Foraker, who 
have paid extensive visits to Cuba while 
the ‘‘pelota’’ season was at its height. 
explained that the gambling features of 
the game are not essential to its adop- 
tion by the Cubans, while Senators 
Blackburn, Scott and Teller contended 
that, without the betting privileges, the 
Jai Alat Company would not have made 
application to General Wood for the con- 
cession to erect a building as headquart- 
ers for the game. The spectacle of sen- 
ators clasping the basket racquettes in 
their hands and gesticulating in their 
efforts to illustrate the manner of throw- 
ing the ‘‘pelota’’ ball in real play was 
80 unusual that it came nearer holding 
a quorum than have any of the fiery 
speeches that have been made for or 
against General Wood's confirmation. 

After the executive session had ad- 
journed a group of senators gathered ifn 
the middie of the chamber and Senator 
Blackburn read from the printed testi- 
mony. given in the Wood hearing to 
prove that the game is devoted almost 
wholly to gambling, and that General 
Wood knew this fact when he granted 
the franchise to the company. 

The demonstration of iai alai came in 
the last hour of the session and through 
it all ran a discussion of the game, in 
which many senators participated. 


*Wood’s Friends Score. 

General Wood's defenders scored a point 
when Senator Patterson admitted that he 
had spent a day studying the testimony 
in regard to the game and had come to 
the conclusion that ft contained nothing 
detrimental to General Wood's conduct 
and no reason for opposition to his confir- 
mation. The senator sald that he had ex- 
pected to oppose confirmation on the 
strength of the testimony against General 
Wood, but that a more urgent reason 
than that must be advanced. In regard to 
jai alai, the principal speakers were Sen- 
ators Culberson, Patterson, Teller, Hoar, 
Proctor and Blackburn. Senator Proctor, 
the acting chairman of the committee on 
military affairs, In addition to the equip- 
ment of the game, had a picture of a 
‘“nelota’’ court, showing General W ood 
and three companies enjoying the game. 

Senator Quarles resumed his speech In 
support of the nomination when the sen- 
ate went into executive session at 12:53 
p. m., and held the floor until 4 p .m It 
had been expected that Senator Teller 
would follow, but on account of the late 
hour a general discussion was had instead. 
Senator Foraker will speak tomorrow in 
defense of General Wood and will occupy 
most of the day. This will carry the case 
over until Saturday night at least, as Sen- 
ators Teller and Alger both are scheduled 


for speeches.

All of Northern Korea in the Hands 
of the Japanese, and the Mi- 
kado’s Transports Are Bear- 
ing More Men to 
the Front.

HE FOO, March 17.—Two 

Chinese junks arrived here 

today from Port Arthur, 
having escaped from the town. They 
report that only Chinese under fifteen 
and over fifty years of age have been 
allowed to leave. The rest are for- 
cibly detained to repair the damage 
to forts and buildings. They are 
working like slaves with Russian 
whips at their backs. 

There are 20,000 Russian troops 
on the Yalu. They are confident of be 
ing able to resist the Japanese ad- 
vance. 

The Russian captain of the Chi- 
nese steamer Che Foo has received a 
letter stating that the garrison at 
Port Arthur is under 5,000 men. 

I have just returned here after a 
hazardous trip to Korea. I left here 
Sunday morning in The Daily Mail’s 
despatch boat for the Pingyang dis- 
trict. Whén off Tatung inlet, twelve 
miles below Chinnampho, our boat 
was stopped by a Japanese gunboat 
which signalled that there were 
mines in the channel and that it 
would be dangerous to continue the 
voyage. 

MANY TRANSPORTS PASSED 


BEARING TROOPS OF JAPAN 
However, we continued. On the 


way, we passed a constant succession 
of transports and at night we reached 
Chinmampho safely. At Haiju or 
Kaishoe where the main body of the 
army is landing direct from Japan 3,- 
OOO Japanese troops had been land- 
ed from Chemulpo at the end of last 
week and 2,000 more are due imme- 
diately. 

The Russians are retreating across 
the Yalu before the advance of the 
Japanese outposts. Strong detach- 
ments of Japanese have been placed 
in each town. 

The American refugees who ar- 
rived at Chemulpo on Tuesday in the 
United States warship Cincinnati 
state that the whole administration 
of Northern Korea is now in the 
hands of the Japanese. This is the 
case in every part of the country. 

Korean independence is at an end. 
Owing to feuds between the native 
and Chinese workmen further troub- 
le is expected and the situation is 
aggravated by want of employment 
and the scarcity of meat. Rinderpest 
is prevalent among the Korean cattle. 
The Japanese commissary carries no 
cattle with the army. 


AMERICAN MISSIONARY 
PRAISES THE RUSSIANS

Seoul, March !7.—Rev. C. E. Kearns, 
the American Presbyterlan missionary 
of Mount Vernon, I0Wa, arrived here 
yesterday from northern Korea.

JAPAN IS PREPARING 


FOR TOBACCO MONOPOLY : 


Tokio, March |17.—The proposed law re- | 


lating to the government tobacco mo- 
nopoly, if enacted, will go into effect on 
the Ist of next July. The manufacture 
or sale of Japanese cut tobacco will be al- 
lowed to continue until April 19. The 
government proposes to have the stocks, 
machines and plants existing on June 30 
next appraised by joint appraisers. 

As compensation for their ‘‘good will’ 
the governmerrt proposes to pay the manu- 
facturers and dealers a sum equal to 
their income for three years as shown by 
their books. The sum which will be re- 
quired to launch the monopoly has not 
yet been determined, but the government 
proposes to make a large payment in 
bonds. It is thought the only new cus- 
toms duty will be on sugar. 

Unless the conventional tariffs inter- 
fere it is probable that a tariff will be 
levied on woolen stuffs.

Duke of Cambridge Answers 
Final Call in Londgn 


He Was a Cousin of the aLte Queen 
Victoria—Title Dies with Him, 
as His Sons Were Born of 
a Morganatic Mar- 
riage. 


London, March 17.—The duke of Cam- 
bridge died at 10:35 o'clock this morning. 
He was a cousin of the late Queen Vic- 
toria and was born March 26, 1819. The 
duke died peacefully at Gloucester house, 
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DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE. 
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his Georgian residence in Park lane. He 
had been confined to his house for some 
weeks, but until compelled to take to his 
bed he was about with his accustomed 
activity, being, as was his custom, a con- 
stant attendant at functions of a national 
or charitable character. At the most re- 
cent of those it was obvious that the 
duke was becoming exceedingly feeble. 


A Pathetic Figure. 

He ovresented a somewhat pathetic 
figure as, leaning heavily on the arm of 
one of his sons, he advanced with fal- 
tering steps to address a gathering in aid 
of some patriot’> movement. 

When it was announced a month ago 
that the duke was obliged to forego his 
annual visit to the south of France, ft 
Was recognized that his chances of re- 
covery were slight. King Idward and 
Queen Alexandra had been constant vis- 
itors to the sick room, while the duke’s 
sons, Admiral and Colonel Fitz George, 
were almost incessantly at his bedside. 

Up to the present vear the duke re- 
tained his old time activity and in spite 
of his great age he always participated 
in the shooting parties at his place, Six- 
Mile-Bottom, and enjoyed entertaining 
and being entertained. Although he was 
imbued with old world conservatisfh, he 
was a popular figure with the masses, and 
even his prejudiced opposition to tho 
modernization and democratization of the 
army failed to decrease the affection with 
which all ranks regarded their old com- 
mander in chief. 


Title Dies with Him. 

The title of duke of Cambridge died 
with the Iate duke, his sons being born 
of a morganatic marriage. His death 
also places at the disposal of the king 
a field marshal’s baton as wel] as an 
order of the garter. It is expected the 
remains of the duke will be buried at 
Kew. An imposing military display will 
be made at the funeral. 

The death of the duke necessitates thea 
postponement or cancellation of all royal 
functions, as the court will go into mourn- 
ing for several weeks and the programme 
for the whole of the London season will 
also have to be revised. Coming on top

Neither the peerage nor other reference 
books mention her marriage, which was 
not recognized officially by Queen Victo- 
ria, although the latter visited Mrs. Fitz 
George.

On the death of his 
father parliament gave the duke 
an allowance of 60,000 -pounds per 
annum. As commander in chief the 
duke rece‘ved a salary of $22,500 until

the duke received $11,100 per year, while

Herr Bebel Holds Germany 
Responsible for the Afri- 
can Outbreak.

Berlin, March |7.—Herr Bebel, the so- 
cilalist leader, speaking in the reicnstag 
today during the debate on the supple- 
mentary appropriation for German South- 
west Africa, said the whites seemed 
to him to be primarily responsible for 
the insurrection of the Hereros. The 
traders, he asserted, persuaded the na- 
tives to buy on credif articles which 
they did not require in their mode of liv- 
ing, charging 500 per cent over their 
actua] value. Fhus the natives were 
deep in debt and their burdens increas- 
In 1903 the colonial 
office, to lessen the traders’ exactions, 
ruled that debts of certain kinds due to 
traders were not collectabie after one 
year, and the traders proceeded to force 
the collection by taking cattle at ridic- 
ulously low valuations. This ruling, in- 
tended to protect the natives, immediate- 
ly multiplicd the difference about the 
debts. The Herrefos saw themselves 
ruined and rebelled. 

The government. Herr Bebel further 
charged, undertook to transplant to 
Southwest Africa its preposterous bu- 
reaucratic system as in force at home. 
Fur instance,* it obliged the natives to 
get permits to kill jackala. 

Dr. Steubel, director of the colonial 
cffice, said that from the information 
so tar received, it was impossivie to 
draw a final conclusion as to the causes 
of the uprising. Some colonials ussert- 
ed that the natives had pbcen harshly 
treated, while others clatmed that Colo- 
nel Leutwein, the governor of German 
Southwest Africa, was too mild ‘n his 
adjainistration of the affairs of the col- 
ony. The colonial office had adopted 
the regulations which Herr Bebel criti- 
cised because it was seen to be neces- 
sery to remedy the existing evils in the 
relations between the traders and na- 
tives.

AGREEMENT. 


Long Dispute in Regard to New- 
foundland Settled. 

March 17.—It is asserted posi- 
tively in authoritative quarters that 
both form: and substance of the agree- 
ment between France and Great Brit- 
ain concerning New Foundland have 
been concluded. The officials say this is 
only a colonial issue, which has ad- 
vanced to a definite conclusion, although 
the negotiations relative to Morocco, 
Egvpt and Siam are progressing in such 
a satisfactory manner. as to promise 
early conclusions similar to those in the 
case of New Foundland. 

The differences over 
are of long standing, Great Britain 
claiming that the French right to occu- 
py a strip of New Foundland shore with- 
out payment of taxes and without being 
subject to New Foundland laws has pre- 
vented the proper exercise of provincial 
authority.

Mr. Bristow’s testimony threw consid- 
erable light on all phases of the inquiry. 
He practically cleared members of con- 
gress from wrong doing, touching the 
clerk hire section of the report by stat- 
ing that it was the duty of the first as- 
@istant’s office to ascertain the condi- 
tion of the work in an office where an 
increase had been recommended. 

Bristow’s Evidence. 

' The first open session of the commit- 
tee began at 2 o'clock with Fourth As- 
wistant Postmaster General Bristow on 
the stand. Every member of the com- 
@nittee was present, but the proceedings 
‘was delayed in waiting for General Bris- 
Ytow, who was three-quarters of an our 
date. 

Mr. Bristow stated that he had been 
Wourth assistant postmaster general for 
Beven years.

Two new roads are steadily approach- 
ing Atlanta from different directions, 1t 
is said, on excellent authority, and 
within a comparatively short time their 
trains will be running into the city and 
making connections here with other 
roads for all parts of the country. 
These lines are the Atlantic and Bir- 
mingham and the Atlanta-Birmingham 
Air Line. The latter is progressing very 
rapifly toward its goal, and the re- 
cent financial deal by which more than 
$2,000,000 was raised for its completion 
insures its early arrival here.

With the addition of these two lines 
Atlanta will be more than ever entitled 
to the name of Gate City, as there will 
then be something like a dozen roads cen- 
tering here—that is, roads with their own 
tracks. There are already that num- 
ber running trains into the city, but 
some of them use the tracks of other 
lines to reach the union depot.

mediate effect upon the ticket sca!pers 
of all portions of the United States. It 
appears from the statements of promi- 
nent railroad men that the forging of 
railroad tickets by ticket scalpers is a 
widespread evil through which the trunk 
lines lost hundreds of thousands of dol-

lars each year. The trial of Callahan 
and Kelly has therefore been watched 
with profound imterest throughout rail- 
road circles. Callahan’s trial extended 
over three days, his counsel, Peter F. 
Fennelly, making a fight to prove him 
innocent Of altering the tickets of the 
Buffalo and Detroit Steamship Company. 
Mr, Fennelly made argument in behalf of 
his client, asking for a new trial and a 
stay of sentence. He was opposed by 
Assistant District Attorney Frank A. 
Abbott. Mr. Abbott stated that there 
was no good reason why new trial should 
be granted or why executién of judg- 
ment should be delayed; whereupon 
Judge Emory announced that both of 
Mr. Fennelly’s requests were denied, and 
that defendants would be sentenced. 

This fs a case that it is said has heen 
causing trouble to rasiroad and steam- 
ship lines since the Pan-American expo- 
sition. Kelly was arrested during the 
Pan-American exposition on the charge 
of swindling, but he was allowed to go 
upon suspended sentence. 

It is said that when Callahan’s office 
was raided «ome time since acids and 
other materials used in the changing 
and forging of tickets were found, and 
he was immediately placed on trial on 
the charge of forgery in the third degree. 
The evidence introduced made it patent 
to the authorities that Kelly was wanted 
also, and a bench warrant was sworn 
out and he was arrested and convicted 
on the old charge which had been hang- 
ing over him for two years.

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. Save the Exposition 

The Proposition to sell the exposi- 
tion buildings at Piedmont park in or- 
der that the company owning them 
may get ther salvage value, is of suf- 
ficient importance to the city of At- 
lanta to be considered as a matter of 
deep public concern. 7 

As is well known, these buildings 
were erected for the great Cotton 
States and International exposition of 
1895. They represent an expenditure 
of several hundred thousand dollars, 
raised out of the pockets of the pub- 
lic-spirited citizens of Atlanta—rich 
and poor alike. The subscription list 
which paid for those buildings will be 
an everlasting honor roll of the enter. 
prise, liberality and public spirit of the 
people of Atlanta. Practically every 
business house in the city, large and 
small, was represented on it and even 
the humble shopkeeper and the little 
children cheerfully contributed their 
mite toward the construction of these 
buildings, which have served such a 
notable part in contributing to the de- 
velopment of Atlanta. 

Something should be done to save 
these buildings! It would be a public 
calamity for the city to lose them! 

We are confident that the business 
men of.the city will net consent to the 
destruction of these buildings, which 
can be retained for public purposes at 
a triflfmg annual cost, and which, if 
ever needed again for exposition pur- 
poses, will save the city enough to pay 
for their rent for more than a half 


century. 

It has been suggested that the mat- 
ter be brought to the attention of the 
ceuncil, and it is appropriate that it 
take this direction. Let the council ap- 
point a committee fo cooperate with 
a similar committee from the chamber 
of commerce, or some other business 
men’s committee, with the view of de- 
vising a plan by which the buildings 
may be saved.

Wonderful Physical Capacity of the 
Jap. 

The world is much interasted to see 
how the pigmy Japs will acquit them- 
selves when they measure their brute 
force with that of the burly Russians 
in a great pitched battle. The cun- 
ning of the sharp-witted and natural- 
ly strategic Japanese has been dem- 
onstrated sufficiently in the naval en- 
gagements which have aiready taken 
place off the Manchurian and Korean 
coasts. The only doubt one hears ex- 
pressed is to the “staying qualities” 
of the little’ brown men in the event 
of a prolonged war to be won by attri- 
tion rather than by dash and strategy. 

The Japs are small and of seeming: 
ly delicate physique, but it is believed 
by those who have witnessed their re- 
markable powers of endurance that 
they will prove to be more than a 
match, man to man, for the Russian 
army. In the side show and on the 
midway we have witnessed some strik- 
ing examples of Japanese physical 
prowess and suppleness, and strength 
as well. A writer in The Washington 
Star, who has lived in. Dai Nippon, 
cites the famous rikasha men of the 
island as examples of what the little 
subjects of the mikado are capable of 
in the way of physical endurance. He 
Says: 

I remémber a story which was related 
to me by Mr. D. W. Stevens, for many 
years first secretary to the United States 
legation at Tokio, but now one of Japan’s 
diplomatic representatives in Washing- 
ton. The incident happened while Genera] 
Grant was making th: trip through the 
Japanese islands. The general and his 
party were at Nikko, about 80 miles from 
Tokio over a bad road. A friend to Mr. 
Stevens, Hill, I believe, was his name, 
desired to see Mr. Grant on important 
busiiess, but had only thresa days at his 
disposal to make the round trip from 
Tokio, 176 miles. To cover {76 miles by 
rikisha in 72 hours was considered im- 
possible, but it was decided to make the 
attempt, adopting the relay system, let- 
ting each team of men run [5 miles. 

The plan was explained to Mr. Stevens’ 
two personal rikisha men, one an old fel- 
low past forty, and his companion, a 
bow-legged, cross-eyed individual who 
had seen about 36 summers. They listen- 
ed attentively and then kicked—not at 
being asked to make a 1!5-mile journey, 
but because they had not been requested 
to go the entire distance. Finally, more 
to humor the men than for any other rea- 
son, Mr. Stevens agreed they should go 
as far as they could, but ordered them to 
relinquish the traces as soon as they be- 
came tired. Mr. Hill, who weighed almosi 
200 pounds, climbed in the rikisha and 
the journey was begun. In just 47 hours 
these two elderly Japs came trotting up 


|to Mr. Stevens’ front door, bringing Mr. 


Hill, dust-covered, but happy, the journey 
of 176 miles completed. Three hours’ 
rest had been_ allowed them at» Nikko, 
making the act¥al running time 44 hours. 

This writer asks the reader to imag- 
ine what a formidable opposition an 
army formed of such athletes could 
present, These rikisha men, he de- 
clares, could leave Seoul after break- 
fast, run every step of the way to 
Manchuria, fight a battle, and be back 
in the Korean capital for evening din- 
ner, The rikisha men of Tokio alone 
are said to number 40,000, and the 
whole island kingdem swarms with 
them, or with men equally skilled in 
feats of strength and endurance. In 


short, the Japs are said to be a nation

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competition of 


of athletes, to an extent not at all ap- 
proached by the men of any other na- 
tion in the world. 

This being true, such exceptional 
physical qualities are bound to tell 
in a long, hard, war-like campaign. 
When we add to the steel] constitution 
of the Japanese soldier the courage of 
a lion and the individual initiative of 
@ general staff officer, we have a 
combination of qualities that make the 
finest kind of a human fighting ma- 
chine.

Labor and American Shipping. 

An interesting argument in favor of 
legislative rehabilitation of the Ameri- 
can merchant marine is made by rep- 
resentatives of labor in a paper sent to 
members of congress. This is signed 
by the president of tne Brotherhood of 
Beiler Makers and Iron Shipbuilders, 
and represents the views of the 24,000 
members of that organization who, ac- 
cording to their statement, are in 500 
lodges in as many different parts of 
the country. 

These men urge the passage of the 
bill “creating a commission to con- 
sider and recommend legislation for 
the development of the American mer- 
chant marine,” and also the bill provid- 
ing for the carriage of government war 
and naval stores in American vessels, 
and the bill restricting to American 
ships the trade between the ports of 
the United States and those in the 
Philippines. 


Labor’s support of these measures, | 


{ts representatives state, is not due to 
any interest in trusts, combinations er 
monopelies, nor is {t political or parti- 
San. “We want them passed because 
they mean work for us at our trade,” 
they say; and they argue that their 
interest is greater than that of capital, 
because if American shipping does not 
present to capital as safe and profit- 
able an investment as foreign shipping 
presents, capital will go into foreign 
and be withheld from American ship- 
ping, and as foreign ships enjoy every 
privilege in our foreign trade that 
American vessels enjoy, there is ne par 
ticular reason why American capita) 
seeking this character of investment 
should be directed toward the building 
of American ships. Arguing from this 
hypothesis, the memorial sent to con- 
gress goes on to say: 

American gshipbuilders cannot bufld 
ships as cheaply in the United States 
as foreign ships are built, largely be- 
cause of the wages men of our craft re- 
ceive, which are far higher than obtained 
in foreign shipyards and boiler shops. 
We stand for the American standard of 
wages and of living, and are better citi- 
zens because we enjoy them. We want 
no diminution in our wages and no reduc- 
tion in our style of living, but we want 
to Stand, as do workingmen in other 
trades, on the American fevel. They are 
able to de so, largely because our gfov-

It will be charged that this appeal is 
inspired by the same influences which 
have been working for a ship subsidy 
in other directions, and that may be 
true; but representing, as this does, 
the viewpoirat of a very considerable 
number of American workingmen who 
argue only that the oranch of industry 
in which they are engaged should be 
given the same measure of protection 
as is given to what might be termed 
land industries, this appeal is certainly 
worthy of consideration at the hands 
of those who stand as the special 
champions of protection for protec- 
tion’s sake. .

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A Great Peach Crop Promised. 

Good news indeed to Georgia is that 
embodied in the optimistic declaration 
of J. H. Hale, the “peach king,” to a 
Constitution reporter, that the peach 
crop of the state is not only safe for 
the season, but that it promises to be 
phenomenal in point of yield and 
quality. 

To quote Mr. Hale's literal words: 
“Georgia’s peach crop, which will be 
the largest and finest ever raised, is 
safe from cold weather. Even a drop 
in temperature to 25 degrees above 
zero would not seriously damage the 
crop.” 

Mr. Hale has been growing peaches 
in Georgia a long time on a large 
scale, and he is no mean peach proph- 
et. His predictions in former years 
have been pretty closely borne out by 
subsequent results, for they are based 
on the nearest thing to exact science 
possible in pomology. The big Fort 
Valley orchardist has. studied his 
peaches as a surgeon studies the hu- 
man anatomy, and he has come to be 
an adept at knowing the influence of 
the weather at the most critical spring 
stages of the coming crop. Of course, 
he cannot foresee meteorlogical anom- 
alies any more than can the weather 
man, but the decided advance made 
by spring would scem to make his pre. 
diction reasonably safe in the present 
instance, 

It is gratifying to feel assured of 
a big peach crop in Georgia, for it 
means millions of dollars to the state. 
When our millions and millions of 
peach trees are in full bearing and the 
fruit is bringing anything like its 
value, the prosperity is state-wide and 
a matter of state self-congratulation. 


A 6,000-car crop, which Mr. Hale de-| 


clares we will gather this season, 
means 4 flood of gold rolling back in 
exchange for our red-cheeked, olive 
skinned Elbertas, and a financial stim- 
ulation that will penetrate almost 
every nook and corner of the state. 
The statement that 3,000,000 more trees 
are in full bloom this spring than last, 
and that nearly all of the oldest trees 
will bear a full cmp, will give one 
some idea of the magnitude of the 
yield expected. The state of the bloom 
is such that it may be said te have 
passed the crucial stage, as regards 
weather influences. 

With a full, fine crop the great prob- 
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talon with out peach orchardists will, 
of course, be that of marketing. In 
former seasons, even with a half crop, 
gluts have occurred in certain mar- 
kets to the shipper’s heavy loss, and 
the commission merchant is always 
an uncertain quantity. The only hope 
of a successful season for the orchard- 
ist lies in a more general distribution, 
enabling, as Mr. Hale suggests, the 
smaller cities of the United States to 
receive their consignment in quantity 
direct from the Georgia shippers. 

The peach men of the state must 
“get together” early and persistently 
on the market proposition.

Steel for Pace’s Ferry Bridge Is Or-

on May Il. 

Work on the new steel] bridge, to be 
constructed across the Chattahoochee 
river at Paces ferry, is to begin on 
May |. 

The Cotton States Bridge Company, of 
Atlanta, which concern was awarded the 
contract to build the bridge, has placea 
orders for the steel to be delivered on 
the above mentioned date. Work will be 
pushed rapidly to completion and it f 
expected that the structure will be finish- 
ed and ready for traffic within about a 
month or six weeks from the date of be- 
ginning. 

The bridge is to he modern and willl 
be one of the finest of the county bridges.

ATHENS BAR IS FOR RUSSELL. 


Resolutions Passed Indorsing His 
Candidacy. 

Athens, Ga., March 17.—(Special.)—At a 
meeting of the Athens bar, presided over 
by George C. Thomas as chairman, S. C, 
Upson acting ag secretary, the follow- 
ing resolutions indorsing Judge Russell 
for chief justice were passed: 

“It being the opinion of the Athens 
bar that the people of Georgia, in ‘the

‘Resolved, first, That we yield to none 
more devotion to the law, or a firmer be- 
lief in its honest and faithful administra- 
tion; but as citizens of Georgia, proud of 
her history and the traditions of her peo- 
ple, we believe that the office of chief 
justice of the supreme court is one, 
made by law, obtainabie by any worthy 
and ambitious lawyer, and we condemn 
the cry of established precedent, which 
some men engage in, for the pulpose of 
perpetuating themselves and their friends 
in office. 

“Second, That we most heartily indorse 
the candidacy of Judge R. B. Russell, a 
former honored citizen of this county, 
and pow the presiding judge of the west- 
ern circuit, and present him to the peo- 
ple of the state as a man worthy and 
well qualified for the position to which 
he aspires; young in life but ripe in ex- 
perience; fearless in the discharge of 
duty, but conservative in every walk 
of life; bold in the advocacy of truth, his 
life hag ever been in perfect accord with 
the great throbbing heart of humanity, 
and if elected he will fill the office of 
chief justice of the supreme court of 
Georgia with honor to himself, and with 
perfect satisfaction to the people of the 
state.’’

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TRYING TO SAVE. 
FAIR BUILDINGS 


Chief Joyner Leads Movement 
with Generous Ofer 


Will Be One of Twenty-five To Sub- 
scribe 8100 Each To Pay Off 
Debt of Fair Association. 
Mayor Howell Also 
Interested. 


Public sentiment is generally in favo~ 
of gaving the exposition buildings at 
Piedmont park, and Chief W. R. Joyner 
has already pledged himself to be one of 
twenty-five men to raise the necessary 
$2,500 to pay off the outstanding claims 
against the Interstate Fair Association. 

Atlantans generally seem to feel that it 
would -be little less than a calamity to 
have these buildings, erected at a cost 
of $500,000, destroyed to meet obliga- 
tions amounting to only $2,500. Mayor 
Howell feels the same way about the 
matter and will send a message to coun- 
cil at the next meeting in the hope of 
saving the buildings from being razed 
to the ground. 

While the Interstate Fair Association 
has decided not to hold a fair this fall, 
that does not mean that Atlanta’s future 
will be fairless. On the other hand, it 
is probable that the year 7905 will find 
the biggest fair in Atlanta ever held In 
the gouth. The sum of $5,000 has been 
promised by congress in Washington for 
the holding of a big cattle fair in the 
south at that time, and Atlanta haa 
first call on that privilege. When St. 
Louis and her claims come up for a big 
appropriation she wanted the influence 
of the cattlement and breeders through- 
out the country to give their influence 
in securing the necessary legislation for 
the appropriation. This they decided to 
do, providing congress in turn would in 
1905 give $10,000 for the purpose of 
holding two big cattle and stock exhi- 
hitions in the south. This was granted 
and it was gswnerally understood that 
$5,000 of this amount should go to At- 
lanta in the southeast and $5,000 to 
Houston, Pex. 

With such an appropriation to start 
with, Atlanta is certain to have the 
greatest show of the kind In the history 
of the southeast. Then, too, the Georgia 
directors may decide to hold the state 
fair in 1905, and future years in Atlanta. 
There were a number of the directors 
who wanted the state fair brought to 
Atlanta this year. If the buildings are 
demolished, it would make this prac- 
tically impossible. 


Propose Mid-Winter Fair. 

Still another movement has been plan- 
ned to bring a number of the special at- 
tractions from St. Toufs at the close of 
tbe world’s fiir to this city for a mid- 
winter exposition. With the present 
buildings a great number of these attrac- 
tions could be pr%perly accommodated 
and they would undoubtedly bring a 
great number of visitors to this city dur- 
ing the coming winter. 

But perhaps the general sertiment in 
favor of bringing races to Atlanta run 
under the auspices of the rational as- 
sociation, is responsible for the largest 
part of the sentiment in favor of having 
the buildings remain standing. As was 
stated in The Constitution yesterday, 
there has been a general movement to 
this end and a large number of the most 
prominent and influential Atlantans hava 
promised their sipport to such an under. 
taking. 

With the races run under the ruleg of 
the national association there seems to 
bé little doubt that dates for- meetings 
could be so arranged that Atlanta would 
be brought within the membership of the 
Eastern or Western Jockey Club. Of 
course, this world necessitate the build- 
ing of a mile track, the money for which 
could be raised at short notice, as sev- 
eral have already pledged themselves to 
be able to secure the requisite amount. 

The rent of the grounds amounts f9 
$3,500 a year, but the directors believe 
that this amount could ‘be defrayed each 
year and the only menace to the build- 
ings at present {s a debt of about $2,500 
outside of the rent. Now that Mayor 
Howell has decided to send a message 
about the matter to council and Chief 
Joyner has become interested in the mat- 
ter, it is a pretty safe prophecy that other 
prominent Atlantans will follow. their 
lead and the old exposition buildings will 
be saved to house great crowds of merry- 
makers and pleasure-seekorg in the fu- 
ture.

‘“olonel Ingram is a man of medium 
height, of dark comp!exion, slender bu.ld, 
and wears a long gray mustach*, He is a 
native of Mississippi, his father being 
Rev. John Ingram, a prominent min 
ter of the Protestant Episeopai church. 
who was the author of a book entitled 
“The Prince of the House of David.’ He 
was married to Miss Mary Lanel¢y, 
daughter of Colonel Joseph H,. Langley, 
of Chicago. 

“Colonel Ingram is 62 years old. He 
removed from Mississippi to Talbot cour 
ty in !889 and for several years lived at 
Solitude, the home of the late Judge Or- 
mond Hammond, who was subtreasurer 
at Baltimore under one of the Clevela:

He came to Easton to live in 1897, and 
here he devoted his time to writing a 
work on “Legendary Lore,” which gives 
a history of the early settlement of the 
eastern shore of Maryland, together w.'th 
a biographical sketch of the leading res- 
idents of the eastern shore from its set- 
tiement over two centuries ago to the 
present time.

For a number of years he was 
with Colonel William F. Cody, better 
known as Buffalo Bill, and was hes ad- 
vance agent when he made a tour of

After Lee’s surren- 
der at Appomattox he, with a number of 
other confederates, went to Mexicu,

overthrow the Emperor Maximilian. He 
went from there tuo Austria and served 
i the Austrian army in the war with 
Prussia. He also served in the French 
during the Franco-Prussian wuar. 
Later he served in the Turkish army 
against the Russians. His last military 
service was in the uprising of the Cuban: 
against Spanish rule, he bafng an officer 
in the Cuban army.

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FOOTBALL GAME 
SHOWS CHANGES 


David Fultz Discusses 
Changes in Football 
Policy. 


Dave Fultz discuSsed football and foot- 
ball rules the other day. 

Fultz a graduate from Brown col- 
lege. While taking a collegiate course 
he interested himself in athletics. In 
baseball Re stood at the top and in foot- 
ball there were few better. Last year 
he was engaged to’ coach the New York 
university team and then his old alma 
mater called him to her ald. He secured 
his release and coached Brown during the 
season. 

“T believe,’® said he, ‘“‘that Dartmouth 
Was really the best team in the north 
last year. The line averaged 220 pounds 
to the man and was exceptionally strong. 
The backs were good and the team was 
well trained. 

“The record made by them was a splen- 
did one, suffering defeat but once and 
that on an off day. 

“As to the football rules of today, I 
think they might he bettered. I have 
been thinking over the rule requiring the 
team with the ball to make 8 yards in 
three downs and think that the idea 
might be a good one. 

“It would be entirely too severe to put 
a man out of the game for holding in 
the line. It Often unintentional and 
often a man would be put out of the 
fame when he was not guilty. The pen- 
alties should be simplified, but vou know 
that there are ambiguous rules in every 
sport. JI have on several oceasions writ- 
ten to the rules committee about con- 
flicts in the rules and they did not know 
themselves. 

“The time is coming when the light 
backs will be a thing of the past. Every 
year colleges are placing heavier men 
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behind the Hne and if necessary weaken--: 


ing the strength of the line {fn order to 
effect this. The tactics of opposing 
teams with the ball in the north is to 
smash the line. End plays are being 
neglected. 

“This is due to the fact that they 
eannot be successfully performed. The 
end has a big advantage. He can take 
his time, easily dodge the interferer and 
nail the man with the ball. The inter- 
ferer running swiftly and striking his 
man at an agile not effective. Too 
often he fails to block his mdn and too 
often the runner is downed with a big 
loss. Give a back, as inteferer. 
end on defensive, men of equal caliber, 
the back is unable to perform the work 
assigned him and the play is blocked. 

“It may be a strange assertion. but It 
is certainly true that the defense in the 
last ten years has improved far more 
than the offense. Given two equal teams 
will find that few scores will be

“Up north trick plays won't work. You 
may carry out one of them successfullv 
once in a game, and.then it fs all off.

No sooner would the bal] 
passed than a half dozen men 
break through the line and down 
runnér with big losses. 

“The trick played by Carlisle last vear 
would do very well against a team whicn 
was Immeasurably stronger. But it was 
not sportsmanlike against a team nearly 
equal in strength.”

\ New York, March !7.—The cotten mar-

[while the relative weakness of the late 
positions was under liquidation following 
treports of rains in the southwest.

;iy downward with New Orleans and 
tLiverpoo) joining in the decline. The 
declines here soon uncovered additional 
Stop orders, and before midday May had 
been depressed 15.23 and July 15.30.
